If imposed buréau- 
cratic methods, constant annoyance 
from a multitude of petty require- 
ments, the minimizing of effective re- 
sponsibility for both expenditures and 
policies, or even personal humiliation, 
were a necessary price exacted of the 
executives of the college in order to 
serve fundamental college interests 
or those of the Commonwealth, one 
should not complain. But. these re- 
strictions are not necessary to the 
effective management of the college, 
they do not result in essential econ- 
omy, and T am nat willing longer to 
submit to them. 


I have constantly done everything 
in my power when condemning the 
system to avoid being critical of the 
officials who are responsible for en- 
forcing the system. For example, I 
believe the present chairman of the 
Commission on Administration and 
Finance has approached his’ thank- 
less duties with firmness and courage, 
and in our case at least with marked 
personal courtesy. I bear him no 
grudge whatever although I will say 
I think a radically different mode of 
handling tke problem even under 
present laws would have been far 
more effective practically and cer- 
tainly much less irksome to us. We 
would have eagerly welcomed con- 
structive suggestions from the State 
House as to methods of internal man- 
agement that would make for econ- 
omy and efficiency—these suggestions 
we have rarely had during al] the 
years of my connection with the col- 
ere. 

And so, too, in the case of the De- 
partment of Education. The commis- 
sioner, put into a. very difficult and 
even delicate situation, has been con- 
siderate, helpful, fair; yet I cannot be- 
lieve that the present arrangement can 
ever make for good administration. r,

Fresh vegetables are produced in 
their season in a quantity approxi- 
mating the needs of the State, but 
large amounts of money are paid for 
out-of-season vegetables which are 
imported here from other states. The 
production of apples is increasing, 
and in occasional seasons Massachu- 
setts seems to be able to produce what 
she consumes of this fruit. 

In one crop, a least, Massachusetts 
is actually an exporter—that is in 
the cranberry crop of the Cape Cod 
district. In some seasons, also, Mas- 
sachusetts has been able to export a 
late onion crop. In general, however, 
the crops which Massacusetts raises 
‘are heavy and bulky and expensive to 
transport, or those which lose quality 
in storage, and hence must be mar- 
keted while still in the best of con- 
dition.

The resolution follows: 

_ Be it Resolved that we indorse the 
efforts of those senators who are en- 
meemypcieg Res bring the United States 
into the Permanent Court of Interna- 
tional Justice and that we urge our 
Senate to take whatever steps are 
within its power toward the outlawry 
of war: and be it further Resolved 
that the secretary of this convention 
be instructed to send a copy of this 
resolution to the senators from the 
State of Connecticut. 

Passage of the resolution followed a 
vigorous attack on war by the Rev. 
G. H. Leirning of Danbury, who con- 
demned the tendency of public opinion 
to make war respectable and legal. He 
urged the delegates to view war as a 
crime against God and man and to 
wipe out the willingness to accept war 
as a means of settling international 
disputes. : 

“It is of prime importance if we 
are to have peace,” Mr. Leirning as- 
serted, “that we first create a public 
opinion against war as unlawfu) and 
anti-Christian. We have made war 
heroic, respectable, and even have 
caused it to be a holy, sacred thing. 
Our ministers ask God to bless their 
soldiers before a battle and to aid 
them in victory.” 

He praised the movement of students 
throughout the country in their deter- 
mination to outlaw war. It was one 
of the most encouraging signs of the 
day, he declared.

CITY BATH HOUSE. 
TO OPEN JUNE 15 


New Municipal Project Located 
at Dorchester 


Bathing facilities will be afforded 
thousands of Bostonians with the 
opening of the new municipal. bath 
house in Columbus Park, Dorchester, 
for which the date of June 15 has been 
Officially designated by the Boston 
Park Commission. Facing a wide 
beach giving into the Old Harbor, and 
flanked by nearly 50 acres of recrea- 
tion park, equipped for football, base- 
ball, tennis and other sports, the brick 
structure dominates the site on which 
the city has already spent $750,000 for 
improvements. The building itself 
cost $215,000. 

The bath house is built in three sec- 
tions, with an administration building 
in the center. The north wing will be 
‘given over to women and girls, and 
the south wing will be used by men 
and boys. The maximum capacity of 
the plant is 4000 bathers at one time. 

James M. Curley, Mayor, who. has 
been active in getting the project com- 
pleted before the expiration of his 
term of office, believes that the new 
bath house and playgrounds will be 
popular with residents in all parts of

‘Rush to Develop 

Late in the summer of 1922, when 
a spectacular gusher field was brought 
in near Smackover, conditions of draft 
animals were bad. .There were no 
roads and incessant rains made the 
field, lying in. a low creek bottom, a 
virtual swamp. Attracted by enormous 
production, operators and promoters 
joined in a rush to develop the field, 
regardies of cost or _ conditions. 
Leaseholders, afraid that neighboring 
wells would drain’ their holdings, 
ordered their property developed at 
~ amy cost. Hundreds or carloads ‘of 
boilers, engines, pumps, pipe and ma- 
chinery were dragged and hauled to 
drilling sites in the swamp during the 
next eight months. “Men endured ter- 
rible hardships for enormous wages. 
Draft animals suffered to increase 
their owners’ profit. Ignorant drivers 
forced reluctant mules into the 
swamps in efforts to move material. 
Many mules actually were drowned. 
In one case a team of eight perished 
when swept off a temporary bridge 
by. a swollen stream. Several men, 
‘too, were lost during the floods. 

When a Monitor. correspondent 
visited the flela four months after it 
was opened, when activity was at its 
height, brutalities to mules and horses 
were so flagrant that the practices 
were denounced even by hardened oil 
field. residents.

APTUE United States, since tt uses 85 
‘per cent of all the crude rubber good 


produced in the world, has been | 
sending commissions to many  differ- 
ent countries to investigate fields for 
future rubber operations. One of 
them has been sent to the Philippines. 
This is not the first time that Amer- } 
icans have endeavored tq open this 


new field. During the administra- 
tion of ‘Governor-General Harrison 
$20,000 was offered by one individual 
for concessions; the proposal hung 
fire for awhile, then fnally was 
. dented. | | 

Rubber requires land, much land, 
for it takes a rubber tree seven years 
to come to production, and the area 
required for a successful operation is 

very large; consequently the purchase 

or lease of land in sufficient quantity, 
and for an adequate length of time js 
of paramount importance.. Though 
all else were favorable, if land is 
restricted, and leases short, the ven- 
ture will not be worth while. 

The new land laws recently enacted 
by the Philippine Legislature have 
this to say upon the subject—Section 
23, Chapter V— 

Any citizen of lawful age of the 
Philippine Islands, or of the ae 
States, and any corporation or as 
tion of which at least 61 per centum of 
ane capital stock or of any interest in 
d capital stock belongs wholly to the 
cities of the Philtppine Isla or of 
the- United States, and which is or- 
ganized and constituted ugder the laws 
of the Philippine Islands or of the 
United States, or any state thereof, and 
authorized to do ennene in the Philip- 
pine Islands, and rate bodies or- 
— under their. charters to do s0, 
ay p ase any tract of public agri- 
culteaek land disposable under this act, 
not to exceed 100 hectares in the case 
of an individual, and 1024 hectares in 
that of a corporation. 

Now a hectare is only 2.471 acres, 
and the concessions which these laws 
grant are entirely too small for rub- 
ber cultivation. Capital is not willing 
to overcome other difficulties for so 
trifling return as these limited 
plantations would give. 

Thus the correlation of the recently 
arrived rubber commission and the 
opening of the Legislature is under- 
stood, as is also the great stress laid 
by Governor-General Wood in his 
message upon the amending of the 
land laws, to be in order to encourage 
outside capital. 


Labor in Mindanao 


An interview with Arthur Fischer, 


chief of the Bureau of Forestry, and 
a director of the Philippine National 
Bank, gives an interesting side light 
upon this land problem. When asked 


what should be the mode of procedure 
in case the Filipinos refused to con- 
cede more land to American capital, 
he suggested a threat of withdrawal 
from the islands. 

Mindanao is the second largest is- 
landdn the archipelago—the most pro- 
ductive and the most beautiful, and be- 
cause of its protected situation, the 
only practical field for the cultivation 
of the brittle rubber tree. Here the 
land is fertile and virgin, the climatic 


Hawaiian planters not only pay 
passage, but provide free houses, free, 
wood and water, and add a bonus tor 


measure. . 

Here is the key to the labor situa- 
tion in the Philippines. The workers 
must be well fed and housed; given 
living wages and educational advan- 
tages for their children. The planta- 
tions must be operated by white men 

capable of maintaining order, with 
Tespdnsible Filipinos in charge of the 
different departments, due allowance 
must be made for the customs of the 
country; when all this is done, there 
is no doubt but that each year. will 
see a steadily increasing army of re- 
turning emigrants both from Hawali 
and Borneo, for the Filipinos are 
essentially home loving people. 

Governor-General Wood wisely says 
in his message: “It is especially im- 
portant that measures sbould be taken 
to encourage outside capital to invest 
in the Philippine Islands, under con- 
ditions which will tend to the proper 
development of the resources of the 
islands, under conditions which will 
safeguard the interests of the people 
of today, and of the. generations to 
come. To this end it is believed that 
legislation should be enacted which 
will so amend our land laws as to 
make it possible for capital to engage 
in the cultivation of rubber, and other 
products which require large areas of 


time for their development.”

"" “inter into:the butterfly of sum- 
mer; to welcome the spring sunshine 
with fresh crisp draperies. In the old 
days we used to remove the winter 
curtains and store them away until 
autumn, leaving the bare windows to 
gape like empty holes in the house 
Then some enterprising person, tiring 
of the desolate effect of uncurtained 
windows, boldly resolved to fashion 
summer draperies; and lo, the result 
was so delightful, the whole house so 
rejuvenated, that since then there have 
been few housewives who did not wish 
for two sets of curtains. And this is 
not, as some may suppose, a needless 
extravagance, but in reality wise 
economy, for by reason of changing, 
curtains last twice as long. 

With the house that is the rooftree 
for the family 12 months of the year 
there must be dignified and uniform 
effect from the exterior, as well as 
appropriateness to the interior. This 
Yioes not necessarily imply the same 
type of curtain at every window, but 
a selection of color and texture that 
will give continuity to the whole. In 
these times when informality rules the 
tendency is toward more simply decor- 
ative treatment, and it is possible to 
achieve pleasing results with just the 
single glass curtain. -These may be 
either of airy transparent silk gauze; 
or seM.-opaque pongee or sunfast ma- 
terials and casement cloth; or soft 
- voiles in cream or ecru and square- 
mesh net hand-darned. The square- 
mesh net keeps its shape better ‘than 
the round mesh and will not sag with 
many washings. Such curtains can be 
made in leisure moments during the 
winter and spring months,,.so that at 
the first breath of warm weather, they 
will be ready to hang. 

More Fullness for Thin Materials 


_Gjass curtains, used without over- 
draperies, should be substsantial 
enough to give character to the room 
and not flimsy and ineffectual. They 
‘should be made with a two-inch hem, 
folded in double with thin materials, 
allowing a triple thickness at the bot- 
‘tom to act as a weight. Heavier ma- 
‘> terlais need be turned jin only once. 
Cut curtains by the drawn thread, 
removing al) selvages and keeping the 
edges well-trimmed that no ravelings 
may be turned in with the hem. With 
figured fabrics always. plan to have 
the largest motif at the bottom of the 
curtain and be sure that the design is 
in the same place in each curtain. , 
Thin materials require at least 50 
per cent more fullness than is needed 
for heavier fabrics. If the material is 
washable, make an extra fold at the 
top. casing to be let down in the event 
of shrinkage. - 

The top of the curtain may be 
finished with a half-inch heading, al- 
-iowing an additional half inch for the: 
rod casing; or it may be hung on bone ; 
ri to be drawn back and forth at j 
will. If one prefers, the more formal : 
French heading. which is suitable for 
heavier curtains, may be used. This 
heading consists of three small ver- 
tical ‘pleats, placed in equadistant 
groups and sewed together on the un- 
derside about two inches from the top | 
in the case of soft material and about 
four inches with heavier material. 
Smali rings are caught to the pleats 
which run on the curtain rod through 
which the pull-cord is drawn. 

The English double-hung sash cur- 
tain has grown increasingly popular 
of late and has much to recommend it, 
for the light may be regulated‘ at will 
‘by draWing either the top or bottom 
curtain. These curtains should be 
placed inside the trim and the top 
sash curtain when finished should 
overhang the rod of the lower curtain.:' 
Curtains That Express Surroundings 

Where Window trim has pleasing 
architectural qualities, the curtains 
may be hung inside the trim to just 
clear the sill. If the trim does not 
warrant exposure, the curtain may 
be measured from the outer edge and 
fall just. below the sil] to the bottom 
of the apron. 

Any variety of finishes may be used. 
Ball and fringe trimming, ribbon bind- 
ings for chintz or sateen curtains, 
self-ruffies or pleatings, or a plain 
hem finished with drawn thread or 
. cross-stitch border. As the edge of 
a light-textured draped curtain- looks 
hard and stiff, it should always be 
trimmed with simple ruffles or fringe,

e curtain.’ Usually a band an inch 
and a half wide will suffice. With 
ruffied curtains a band made with a 
ruffie narrower than that on the edge 
of the curtain is more effective than a 
plain one. 

In the cottage by the sea it is very 
necessary to have curtains that with- 
stand the salty dampness and strong 
sun. Should we have the temerity to 
use pert organdies or other stiff prim 
fabrics, the first ocean breeze will wilt 
them into bedraggled forlorness. Un- 
bleached muslin, durable casement 
cloth, sunproof materials and soft- 
colored cretonnes are all excellent and 
‘practical... With the brilliance of sky 
and water and the hard glitter of sand 
all about, it is necessary to choose 
colors that will counteract the outside 
glare. Restful greens, tans and gray- 
blues all offer a welcome respite to 


the eye and make a much more inviting 


interior than harsh crude tones. 

One woman, who has a particular 
penchant for home decoration, recently 
purchased a queer little tumbledown 
shack on Cape Cod. After much scrap- 
ing and scrubbing, brushing and paint- 
ing, she has transformed it into a 
quaint and delightfully picturesque 
home. “And look at my curtains,” she 
exclaims. “Don't they just make the 
house?” They are of a filmy, loosely- 
woven, linen fabric, known as theatri- 
cal gauze, of a neutral dust color 
through which the intense sunlight 
softly filters. A two-inch hem is 
caught down with two rows of. heavy 
yarn in colors to harmonize with the 
room. Not only are they cool and 
restful, but almost sun and seaproof; 
and they possess the added attraction 
of being cheap enough to suit any 
purse. 

The hospitable country house, which 
nestles amid the rolling hills may be 
treated very differently. Here the sub- 
dued background of dark woods and 
quiet green meadows makes it possible 
to indulge in bright color at the win- 
dows. The housewife may exercise her 
ingehuity and artistic talents and eas- 
ily achieve all kinds of attractive re- 
sults with inexpensive materials. 
There is heavy cheescloth, which may 
be hand-dyed to fit in with any color 
scheme; gayly checked ginghams of 
silk or cotton, which may be hemmed 
with effective crossstitch; colored 
dimities, dotted Swisses; and, of 
course, always the standard many- 
hued cretonnes. If the summer home 
be one of those rambling old houses, 
fitted with Colonial furnishings, the

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Clyde ‘‘Homes”’ Reform Demands | 
om Supreme Altruistic Endeavor 


“Extreme Margin of Civilization” Displays Conditions So 
Repellent Their Existence Today Seems Incredible 


[This is the second of -a series of 
articles on the intolerable housing con- 
ditions. in Clyde towns which have 
been written for the information of 
Moniter readers, where the causes of 
thé congestion are discussed, and 
remedies proposed. The third article 
ewill appear in tomorrow's issue.) 


om es : 


GLASGOW, May 2 (Special Corre- 
spondence)—The worst @haracteristics 
of the Clyde “backlan¢3” and “front- 
legds,” which terms were explained 
la the last article, are derived from 
the contiguity of the two kinds of 
tenements, The court space before 
the backland bulidings were erected 
was rarely edequate. Now it is re- 
stricted so that the lower floors of 
the four-story or five-story blocks are 
in deep gloom. No ray of sunlight 
penetrates many of the windows. In 
the crowded rooms it is difficult to 
read or sew, or even to’ detect dirt 
witout artificial ight. Some of the 
’ passages leading from the spiral stair- 
ways are densely dark. 

Im one block visited by the writer 
no fewer than 12 one-room “houses” 
were entered from a single passage 


which was.as black as a deep dungeon. | 


Women and children. stumbled along 
like denizens of some legendary un- 
derworld. " 

On to these. passages and stairs, 
into these unclean courts, the chil- 
dren must be thrust out at intervals 
from the one-room “homes,” so that 
the mothers may have elbow space to 
work. “This is to me,” one social 
worker has written, “the saddest re- 
sult ef wretched housing.” 

The conditions just described repre- 
sent, as a Royal Commission on Scot- 
tish housing has expressed it. the 
“extreme margin of civilization,” but 
wherever backlands. and frontlands 
exist in this close proximity the aver- 
age state of the tenements is only a 
little better. 
ceive the benison of a gleam of sun- 
shine. The passages may he in 
twilight instead of black darkness. 


One perceives variations in dilapida-. 


tion and noisome odors. Nevertheless 
life is essentially the same for all the 
occupants. 


The house consists literally of one. 


room. There is a sink and cold water 
supply. but that fs the only normal 
domestic amenity. The family must 
sleep all huddled together in a deep 
recessed bed, virtually without ventila- 
tion, or some must lie about the floor. 

It would be horrible enough if all 
the occupants of these 40,000 one-room 
houses in Glasgow-—-the much larger 


number for the whole of the Clyde is. 


not accurately known—were typical 
slum dwellers, preferring dirt, dark- 


ness. and vileness to decent homes in. 


fresh air and sunlight. The supreme 
teagedy of Clyde housing conditions 
is the fact that the families of thou- 
sands of workers of the docker and 
miscellaneous laborer class are com- 
pelled to herd in these backland areas 


with the most debased of life's failures. 


In a classification of nearly 3000 one- 
room backland houses 76 per cent of 
the tenants were recorded as “re- 
spectable.” 

The rents of the two-room houses in 
the better-class arcas are beyond the 
means of the low-wage workers, of 
widows who sew or char, and of many 


other women who work honestly for a 


precarious living. There are no other 
houses which these people can occupy, 


and for the most wretched one-room : 


house inspected by the writer, in a 
dreadful slum block that is marked out 
for destruction as uninhabitable, 
rent of 48. a week must be paid.

shall prepare and confirm a scheme. 
All proceedings before this court shall, 
according to the hill, be deemed to be 
judicial proceedings before a court of 
record. The bill, if passed, will come 
into force at the beginning of next 
year, 

In the discussion which followed the 
President’s speech, objections were 
raised from the business and other 
independent members and also from 
the Labor Party. The farmers gave 
an unenthusiastic support to the 
measure. The chief. objections were 
that the bill, if passed, would kill 
competition, establish an unfair mon- 
opoly, tend to make partition per- 
manent since the Great Northern Rail- 
way is excluded, be unfair to the 
shareholders, that it is premature and 
plays into the hands of the railway 
companies and directors.

With highly exhausted 
tubes the “B” battery voltage. is not 
critical and may be 22 to 45 volts, 
preferably the latter. However, with 
gas-filled tubes which are more sensi- 
tive detectors it is necessary to have! 
a “B” battery voltage of. about the 
right value, generally 18 to 22 volts. 
This adjustment may be obtained by 
tapping to individual cells of the bat- 


The condenser, C, shown in shunt 
with the telephone receivers and plate| 
battery, acts as a bypass for radio 
j frequencies in the plate circuit, since 
lthe telephone windings offer too high 
an impedance to allow such frequen- 
cles to pass freely. The required ca- 
\ pacity is not critical, but should have 
a value between 0.001: and 0.005 
»>microfarad. 

There are various other ways of ob- 
taining regeneration, such as capacity 
‘coupling between the grid and plate, or 
by tuning the plate circuit, all of 
which produce substantially the samé 
results, greatly increasing the signal: 
strength, Regeneration is therefore a 
valuable asset in obtaining stronz 
signals, but its use should not be 
abused in radiocast receiving.

CLEVELAND BANK’ 


Twenty-Story Structure of Union 
. Trust a Monument of 


City’s Growth 


CLEVELAND, O., May 16 (Special 
Correspondenee)} — The New Union 
Trust Building which opens its doors 
to the public next Monday gives Cleve- 
land prestige of having one of the larg- 
est bank and office buildings in the 
world to be erected by a single banking 
house, according to- architectural au- 
thorities. Located in the center of the 
downtown district, the 20-story struc- 
ture is considered a monument to the 
city’s steady business and industrial 
growth in the last 50 years. 

The Union Trust Company will have 
the distinction of occupying the largest 
single banking room in the world, ac- 
cording to the architects, Graham, An- 
derson, Probst and White of Chicago. 
Built in the shape of an “L,” thia room 
on the ground floor covers 75,000 square 
feet. All told the bank occupies 250,000 
square feet of the building. 

The lobby spreads 50 feet between 
great marble pillars imported from Italy, 
rising four stories along its sides. The 
banking room is surmounted by an 
arched transparent roof five stories 
above the hunking level. In the com- 
‘mercial lobby space has been allowed for 
77 tellers’ cages and in the savings lobby 
83 tellers’ cages.

COTTON SURPLUS 
WILL BE MEAGER 


76 Per Cent“of Supply Already 


Consumed Despite Curtailment 


The Government reports that 480,010 
bales of cotton were consumed in the 
United States during April, a surpris- 
ingly large amount when the heavy cur- 
tailment program in effect during the 
month is considered. The April figure 
represents a decline,of only 3827 bales 
With the excep- 
tion of December, when so many south- 
ern mills closed over the Christmas 
holidays, it is the smallest monthly con- | 
sumption since July, 1923. 

April marks the end 
quarter of the cotton year. The cotton. 
year started on Aug. 1, 1923. with a 
carry-over of 2,386,000 bales. A crop of 
10,128,478 bales was picked. giving a 
supply of 12,514,478 bales for the current 
vear. Now at the three-quarter mark 
there have been consumed 9,562,503 
bales, or 76 per cent of the supply. 

April domestic consumption plus ex- 
ports totaled 800.784 bales. Continued at 
this rate for the remaining three months 
of the year the carry-over to surplus 
will be a meager 549.623 bales. This 
compares with a 6,833,360 bale surplus 
in 1921 and 3.214.553 bales in 1922. Put 
in another way, it means that drrins 
the .last three years there have been 
consumed more than 6,000,000 -nuce 
bales than have been raised, an-amount 
equal to more than half the average 
crop of the last five years.

N THE twentieth century, the radio 
| may surmount the barriers of phys-

About 312 B. C., Cesar Annius 
Claudius undertook the stupendous 
task’ of erecting the road which 
‘through the centuries has immortalized 
his name—the Appian Way. Insepara- 
bly linked with the history of 
the empire, this great thoroughfare 
stretched its three hundred and fifty 
miles almost in a direct line from the 
walls of Rome. Unless deviated by 
some unsurpassable obstacle, the 
Roman road was built a straight, un- 
curving avenue. 

As one treads this ancient road, he 
may conjure before his imagination 
from the massive ruins which line the 
‘road, or from the strange catacombs

“~~~ an Congress alone gives evidence 
of this lack of unity, but the w hole record of the relations 
between Congress and the President, so far as the support 
of the latter by the members of his own party in the na- 
tional legislature is concerned, is one of mutual antag- 
onism. 

This fact is emphasized by the absolute refusal of the 
Congress to temper in any way the form of its action for 
Japanese exclusion, or to defer, at the request of the 
President, the time at which that exclusion law shall be 
niade effective. It will be further manifested by the 
- almost certain passage over’ the presidential veto, to- 
morrow or Monday, of the bonus law. There is every 
reason to believe, furthermore, that the endeavor of the 
President to accomplish tax reduction will likewise come 
to naught because of congressional opposition. 

Reference to President Coolidge’s message of Dec. 6 
shows that he made therein thirty-eight specific recom- 
mendations for legislative action by Congress. Today, 
with that body talking of adjournment, only three of these 
recommendations have been given effect through legisla- 
tion. Tive bills based on presidential recommendations 
have been passed by the House but not acted upon in the 
Senate; tour have been adopted by the Senate but not 
acted upon in the House. Persons familiar with’ con- 
eressional procedure are more than doubtful whether 
many of these will attain final passage before the adjourn- 
ment. 

It is not our purpose to ) discuss here the nature of 
these measures which are thus entombed in congressional 
procedure. It .1s, however, worth considering what 
effect this, failure of united action may have on the 
chances for-re-election of the President: and the retention 
of the Republican Party in power. It is safe to say that 
every ‘congressman who has voted or is about to vote 
to override the presidential veto is animated by the sin- 
cere conviction that he is doing what will strengthen 
him in his district. He believes himself to be the best 
judge of local political sentiment. It this were true, 
it would appear that the President will go before the 
country in a position of antagonism to the domunant 
sentiment in a vast majority of the congressional districts 
ot the United ‘States. 

That would be, however, a very hasty inference 
to draw. Presidents have quarreled with Congress be- 
fore, and almost invariably to their own political. ad- 
vantage. It is a strange fact that the American people. 
though presumbly attached to the democratic idea, have 
nevertheless always sympathized with the strong man in 
the White House in his struggles with a Congress which 
retused to be subservient.. Both Cleveland and Roose- 
velt profited by this sentiment, and it is known to ob- 
servers of politics that the latter statesman was not averse 
to inviting a struggle with Congress in order that he 
nught impress the Nation as a whole by his flourishing 
of the “big stick.” 

President Coolidge’s contest with Congress is unique, 
in that it is conducted without any of the melodramatic 
features which his predecessors employed to impress 
public sentiment. One does not think. of him as flourish- 
ing a “big stick.’ He has made no appeal of any sort 
to public sentiment for support against the recalcitrant 
lawmakers. He stands in the wholly admirable posi- 
tion of a man who has, in the instances which we have 
enumerated, made up his mind to do right irrespective 
alike of congressional sentiment or of ultimate political 
effect. 

There have been no breathings of war from the 
\Vhite House, no denunciations of “willful men” at the 
other end of Pennsylvania Avenue. In-accordance with 
is constitutional duties, President Coolidge has asked 
( ongress to do certain things, and has refused to approve 
of certain other things which Congress has done. The 
failure of Congress to coincide with his recounmendations 
or to uphold his objections, he has not used as a text 
“tor political oratory for his own personal advancement. 

It is probable that the American electorate will appre- 
ciate this quiet and businesslike attitude of the President. 
Certainly, so far as public sentiment can be judged from 
the expressions of newspapers and of prominent indi- 
viduals outside of distinctly political circles, the Presi- 
dent has better estimated it than have the senators and 
congressmen who have:stubbornly set themselves to thake 
his administration one devoid of that degree of accom- 
plishment which he set forth to attain.

Tne New York World is much distressed because 
the waiters, barkeepers, and other functionaries of certain 
all-night clubs in the metropolis 
have been thrown out of employ- 
ment by the enforcement of the 
law. “The: padlocking for a 
year of nine of the best known 
and most frequented Broadway 
restaurants and cabarets,” says 
the World tearfully, “throws 
out of work some 2500 people, and makes valueless, for 
a time at any rate, nearly $1,000,000 worth of property.’ 

Of course this is a melancholy reflection, and yet 
worse has gone before. The vicinity of New York is 
surrounded by quite a number of abandoned race tracks. 
grass-grown, with decrepit stables and rickety grand 
stands, in which possibly millions of dollars’ worth of 
property has been rendered useless, and innumerable 
bookmakers, touts, and other gambling hangers-on have 
been thrown out of employment, because the State of

New York has endeavored—possibly without complete 
success—to enforce its law against gambling on race 
tracks. 

There are - probably a score of men connected with 
the editorial staff of the New York World who could 
point out, as they pass up and down the streets of that 
city, commodious houses and business buildings in-which 
vears ago there were employed croupiers, dealers, look- 
outs, and the various other functionaries who made a 
living by conducting gambling houses. We believe even 
the eminent Mr. Canfield was driven out of business, and 


forced to discontinue his pleasant avocation of collecting 


the paintings of Whistler, becatise a remorseless state law 
prohibited’ gambling and closed up the resorts which he 
maintained for that purpose. 

It is quite a novel theory that the World sets up, 
namely, that a law that drives law-breakers out of busi- 
ness 1s a bad law and ought to be repealed; and yet it 
goes logically along with Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler's 
theory that a latv which is difficult to enforce ought to 
be repealed, because of the embarrassment it gives to 
those who violate it. ‘ 

It is a great thing to have in the metropolis of the 
United States journalistic and educational leaders of 
thought whose views, concerning the moral obligations 
imposed upon people by a constitutional amendment and 
federal statute, have such elements of novelty and orig- 
inality. 


Army Officers, munition makers and other professional 
advocates of military preparedness continue to advance 
the argument that the best in- 
surance against war is readiness 
for it; that the more heavily a 
country arms itself, the less 
likely is it to become involved in 
a conflict. It is an old and 
familiar form of propaganda for 
large appropriations, used by 
militarists in every country; before the World War as 
well as after it. In time of peace, prepare for war, the 
Romans used to say. Before 1914, the. German Army 
was advertised as the best guarantee of peace in Europe! 

Has anything been changed? A recent article by a 
military expert in the Paris Temps is full of enlighten- 
ment. Discussing a number of modern artillery prob- 
lems in a Series of articles, the writer came to that of 
assuring at short notice an adequate supplv of shells. In 
the World War both the French and the German armies 
almost ran out of ammunition atter a month of fighting. 
and subsequent experiences proved conclusively that, in 
order to be effective, a modern army must have behind it 
a highly organized munition industry. This cannot be 
improvised at a moment's notice and therefore, in order to 
be well prepared tor war, a country must keep its ord- 
nance factories going in peace time. Improvements in 
airplanes, rapid- firing cannon, machine guns, gas shells. 
etc., are discovered all the time, and to make them 
available new machinery ha’ to be installed, étc. 

But, the Temps writer continued® since no country 
can appropriate enough money to keep these private war 
industries busy in time oi peace, it follows that they must 
have toreign markets. In other words, in order to be 
well prepared jor war itself, a country must sell war sup- 
plies abroad. The Temps is not a pacifist organ. It 
favors preparedness to the highest degree. 

And its reasoning on this point is perfectly sound, as 
far as it goes. But what are the consequences of this 
necessity to sell arms’ Briefly, that international rela- 
tions must be kept in such a state that war might break 
out any moment. Munition makers must rely on their 
governments to aid them in finding markets for their 
wares and, in order to do-that, the diplomatists must 
manufacture war scares. When peace seems assured no 
one wants to buy war supplies. The small states, having 
no war industries of their own, must be kept on the j jump. 
This was the condition of Europe before 1914 and it is 
the same today. The Balkans battle fields were proving 
grounds for rival munition firms in France and Germany. 
Today the French sell arms to their new allies and train 
them in the use of them. The United States Government 
wants to be free to send arms to Mexico, Cuba, or Central 
America, and American naval officers are training the 
new Brazilian Navy, which jn turn may buy steel for its 
battleships in the United States. 

“In the final analysis,” writes Prof. Albert Bushnell 
Hlart of Harvard in the May issue of the New-York 
Times Current History Magazine, “‘the familiar truth re- 
curs that the man who buys a new shotgun will sooner 
or Jater go out and see if he can flush some birds. I¢x- 
cessive armaments breed war.” A high degree of pre- 
paredness provides no guaranty of peace, but the exact 


opposite. 


Pociticians in both the Democratic and Republican 
parties in the United States may be inclined to regard as 
somewhat significant ‘ the an- 
nouncement by the editor of The 
Crisis, the official organ of the 
.National Association For the 
ote. Advangement of Colored People, 
Politics that the Negroes of the country, 
ee , and in all parts of the country, 
have “raised their price.” By 

this it isintended to convey the information that there 
will no longer be unquestioned adherence to the dogmas 
and platforms of any one political party, but that the 
Negroes hereafter will demand, in return for their sup- 
port, a fair recognition, presumably in the parceling out 
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-of elective and appointive offices, of the power .which 


they profess to be able to wield. 

Changing industrial conditions have combined, during 
the years since the United States entered the recent war, 
to alter the social and political status of the American 
Negro. Hundreds of thousands of the Negroes of the 
south have become residents of and voters in northern 
states. The word has been sent back by these adventur- 
ers that they have found their suffrage ‘tights more gen- 
erally respected in the north than in the south. They 


claim to have discovered that their voices are persuasive 
in demanding better schools and less stringent regula- 
tions concerning racial segregation. And so, according 
to the statement made by the editor of The Crisis, they 
are preparing to commit all candidates for public office, of 
whatever party or political faith, to an indorsement of 
their social and industrial platform. 

The tendency indicated is declared by the spokesman 
already mentioned to constitute constructive notice to the 
people of the southern states that unless the virtual dis- 
frarichisement of Negro voters, which is complained of, 


18 discontinued, the migration of blacks to the north will 


increase, rather than diminish. . It is declared to be the 
ambition of the average southern Negro to “get north” as 
soon as the opportunity offers. Employers and _ pro- 
prietors in the south deplore this tendency. They make 
no secret of that fact. — / 

Surely the ballot should not be regarded asa danger- 
ous weapon. Political economists recommend its use in 
the settlement of all the problems of a democracy. The 
Negro has been more than theoretically enfranchised. 
Denied the exercise of a common right he will, sooner or 
later, as he becomes educated and enlightened and eman 
cipated from the thought of sitbjugation, assert and claim 
that right. If in so doing he modestly arrogates to him- 
self more political power than he has heretofore ex- 
ercised, a way must be found to permit an expression of 
that right in ways which have been proved to be wise 
and prudent. 


FoREsIGHT and a consecration to the great work in 
which they are engaged have persuaded the leaders of the 
Boy Scout. movement in_ the 
United States to undertake the 
task of raising $10,000,000 as 
a fund to be used. in providing 
the opportunity for the 2,000.- 
000 boys of Scout age not now 
enrolled in the organization. to 
take part in its activities. At 
the National Boy Scout Council in St. Louis, Colin H. 
Livingston of Washington, D. C., was elected president 
ot the organization for the fifteenth time. Clarence Hl. 
Howard of St. Louis, president of the Scout council in 
that city, was made chairman of the national committee 
which will have charge of the campaign to raise the fund. 

No one who, by association with members of the Bov 
Scout camps anywhere, has become ‘familiar with the 
organization, need be told what a great opportunity 
awaits him in the privilege to contribute to the generous 
fund to be raised. When it is realized that through the 
proper application of the money given the means will be 
provided for bringing the teachings of the cratt to at 
least a large proportion ot the boys who are anxtous to be- 
come enrolled as Scouts, there should be no hesitation 
about giving. Like other patriotic funds to which 
Americans have contributed in the past. it should he 
oversubscribed on the day the books are opened. 

But properly regarded the giving of money tor such a 
purpose is not a mere contribution. It is an investment. 
not in something of questionable value, but in gilt-edged. 
dividend-paying stock. Who can foresee the result of 
the proper training of an American boy who, because »! 
his surroundings, an unclean environment, or lack of 
vision on the part of those whose duty it is to instruct 
and direct him, would otherwise be subjected to degrad 
ing influences? The returns from such an_ investment 
cannot possibly be measured in dollars. 

The tathers and mothers of America, and of the 
world, for that matter, owe a great debt to those unselfisi: 
men and women who have stood in the front of the line 
and by determination and wise perseverence have placed 
the Boy Scout organization upon a firm and enduring 
basis. Those parents who have seen the results of Scout 
training need not be told what it will mean to those 
bovs who as yet are unable to take part in it. 

If anyone doubts the wisdom of giving to the cause 
let him inquire of those who know. Or let him, otf an 
evening, visit the headquarters of a Scout camp in some 
city or town. Better vet, let him, by train or otherwise, 
follow the boys to one of their summer camps. The 
proof to corroborate all that has been said or that can 
he said in commendation of the work being done will 


be found there. 
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One of the many proposals which has been put for- 
ward of late in connection with the unemployment situa- 
tion in England and which deserves due consideration at 
once is directed toward the repair of the rapidly crum- 


bling stonework on the exterior of the Houses of Parlia-— 


ment. It is most unfortunate that the wrong kind of 
stone was used when these buildings were erected,. as 
competent authorities claim was the case, and ft is in con- 
sequence of this fact, we are told, that the immediate cor- 
rection of this difficult situation is rendered the more im- 
portant. It is generally admitted that the Houses of 
Parliament constitute the finest Gothic building of its 
kind in.the world, and it is hence greatly to be deplored 
that anything should be allowed to stand in the way of an 
immediate preservation of this work of almost unex- 
ampled sculptural and architectural beauty.

Tue late J. Sloat Fassett of New York may not have 
left many observable footprints on the sands of time, but 
at least he contributed to the writing of one of the briefest 
and inost pithy editorial paragraphs known to jou?mal- 
ists. In 1890 Thomas C. Platt was the undisputed Re- 
publican “boss” of New York. He was eager to be Gov- 
ernor, but feared the test of a campaign. Accordingly 
he set about finding a man whom he could nominate and 
control and hit upon Fassett.

t Masonry Throughout the Ages | 


RecenTLy there came from the press, under the sponsor- 
ship of the Masonic Service Association of the United States. 
the seventh edition of “The Builders, a Story and Study ort 
Masonry,” by Joseph Fort Newton, Litt. D., of the Grand 
Lodge of lowa. ‘The book bears the imprint of George H. 
Doran Company, New York ($2), and has been added to the 
list of authosized volumes in / Masonic National Library 
at Washington. If it may seem that nothing new can be 
written of so ancient an institution as Masonry, it might also 
seem that nothing interesting or inspiring could be said or 
written of mankind's age- -old and never-ending search for a 
true conception of man’s relationship to his fellow men and to 
his creator. It is because through understanding ahd inspira- 
tion a clearer and better vision.is being gained that the student. 
building on the experiences of the past, both of success and 
failure, is able to glimpse new light. hailed as a prophetic 
gleam of that effulgence which shall sometime dissipate the last 
vestige of the darkness of superstition and ignorance: 

The present volume reveals a deep and conscientious studs 
ot the legends, traditions and written record of the growth ot 
Masonry from the dawn of civilization to the vear in which it 
was compiled. ‘here is no dearth of materiai trom which to 
draw, for since early in the eighteenth century both the cham- 
pions and opponents of Masonry have written prolifically upon 
‘the subject. But the story of the survival and growth of the 
craft since the vears even preceding the building of King Solo 
mon’s Temple, stripped of its confusions and misinterpreta- 
tions, is simple enough and convincing enough to hold the 
interest of the master as well as the novice. As one reads it is 
made plain that the ancient builders, who worked with stone 
and :nortar, laving off their plans upon the trestle board with 
triangles, squares and circles, early gained a conception of the 
high mystical significance of these tools. Lo-them it was 
revealed that man’s real home was not built with bricks and 
stone, but is a “house not built with hands.” Of this house 
the author says: e 

Slowly it rises, fashioned of the thoughts, hopes, pravers, dreams 
built of their, hunger 
for truth, their love of God, and their loyalty to one another. There 
came a day when the Masons, laying aside their stones, became work- 
men of another kind, not less builders than before, but using truths 
for tools and dramas for designs, uplifting such a temple as Watts 
dreamed otf decorating with his visions of the august allegory of the 


evolution of man.

At first reading one fact must intallibly be impressed. It 
is that Dr. Newton, apparently with conscious freedom, dis- 
cusses quite fully what, both to the initiate and to the non- 
Mason, have been long regarded as the “‘secrets” of Masonry. 
But as one reads he hecomes convinced that Masonry_has ne 
Its objects are well known, its works are in the light. 
seen and known of all men. Thar it has its words and forms 
is true, but if through their disclosure the real “‘secret” ot 
Masonry could have been revealed, all might long ago have 
possessed it. The quest is still for the secret, and it will go 
on until the hopes and ambitions of mankind are rewarded. 
Dr. Newton, in commenting upon this phase, has this to say: 

There is a common notion that Masonry is a secret society. and 
this idea is based on the secret rites used in its initiations, and the 
signs and grips by which its members recognize each other. Thus 
it has come to pass that the main aims of the Order are assumed 
to be a secret policy of teaching, whereas its one great secret is that 
it has no secret. When all men practice its simple precepts. 
the innocent secrets of Masonry will be laid bare, its mission 
accomplished. and its labor done.

Someone, writing of this very book, observed that the onl 
comprehensive review of it would be one that reproduced 1t 
trom its opening sentence to its majestic peroration. So what 
is better than to again quote directly from its pages, rather than 
attempt a paraphrase? Dr. Newton observes that there are 
no more valid arguments against a great- -spirited social justice 
than this-+that men will not. “Indolence. impurity, greed. 
injustice, meanness of spirit, the aggressiveness of authority, and 
above all jealousy—these are the real @bstacles that thwart the 
nobler aspiration of humanity.” He continues:

Long ago it was said that “through wisdom is a house builded. 
and by understanding it is established: and by knowledge shal! 
the chambers be filled with pleasant and precious riches.” Time 
has shown that the House of Wisdom must be founded upon 
righteousness, justice, purity, character, faith in God and love ot 
man, else it will fall when the floods descend and the winds bea: 

What we need to make our social dreams come true is not 
more laws, not more dogmas, not less liberty. but better men, cleaner 
minded, more faithful, with loftier ideals and more heroic integrity;

In the ‘majestic peroration” to which reference has been 
made, Dr. Newton has endeavored, and quite satisfactorily, to 
answer for himself and for the members of the craft, as wel! 
as for all inquirers, the question, When is a man a Mason? 
He gives this as the formula: 


When he can look out over the rivers, the hills, and the far 
horizon with a profound sense of his own littleness in the vas 
scheme of things, and yet have faith, hope, and courage—which is 
the root of every virtue. When he knows that down in his heart 
every man is as noble, as vile, as divine, as diabolic, and as lonely 
as himself; and seeks to know, to forgive, and to love his fellow 
man. When he knows how to sympathize with men in their sorrows, 
yea, even in their sins—knowing that each man fights a hard fight 
against many odds. When he has learned how to make friends and 
to keep them, and above all, how to keep friends with himself. When 
he loves flowers, can hunt the birds without a gun, and feels the 
thrill of an old forgotten joy when he hears the laugh of a little 
child.

When no voice of distress reaches his ears in 
vain, and no hand seeks his aid without response. When he finds 
good in every faith that helps any man to lay hold of divine things 
and sees majestic meanings in life, whatever the namie of that faith 
may be. When he can look into a wayside puddle and see some- 
thing beyond mud, and into the face of the most forlorn fellow 
mortal and see something beyond sin. When he knows how to pray, 
how to love, how to hope. When he has kept faith with himself, 
with his fellow man, with his God; in his hand a sword for evil. 
in his heart a bit of a song—glad to live, but not afraid to die! Such 
a man has found the only real secret of Masonry, and the one that 
it is trying to give to all the world. )
